Newport Historical Socleij. 


Tho regular quarterly meeting of the 


Newport Historical Society was held at 
the rooms on Touro street Monday, Feb- 
ruary IB. About seventy-five people 
wore present, the Vice President, Rev. 
Dr. Roderick Terry In the chair. The 
librarian's report contained a reference 
to Kov. John Clark's Bible, which it is 
hoped will somo day be deposited with 
the Society. ' 


This Bible, of the Geneva version, 


published In IMS, was given to John 
Clark by his father, and descended in 
tho family of his brother Joseph, to 
Professor John C. C. Clarke, of Alton, 
Illinois. 


In 1885, ho consigned tho Bible in 


perpetual trust to tho Trustees of tho 
University of Rochester, N. V., on tho 
following conditions; 


"It Is not to be a part of tho assets 


of tho University. It shall bo exhibited 
under gloss, but not yielded to tho 
handling of the curious or of seckors of 
genealogical information. . 


"It shall be accompanied by n con- 


spicuous paper or card, calling atten- 
tion to trio, distinctive honor of Dr. 
Clarke nbovo that of Roger Williams. 


"When the Trustees of tho Univer? 


sity of Rochester shall bo ' unwilling to 
comply with these conditions, or shall 
fail to do so, they shall resign the Bible 
to tho possession of tho Historical So- 
ciety of Newport, H. I., upon demand 
of trio chief officers of tho said Now- 
port Historical Society, which society 
•hall then become its perpetual cus- 
todian." 


In'antlcipatlon of Mr. Bicknoll's ad-

The New Haven's New Policy. 


The attempt now being made in the 


General Assembly to create a single 
headed State roads board is in line of 
most of the moves that are being put 
forth at the Capitol City of the State to 
consolidate everything in the city of 
Providence. We see nothing to be gain- 
ed by the State in a one man board. 
Distribution of power is always better 
than the concentration of it in one lo- 
cality. Each part of the State is en- 
titled to recognition. The present coun- 
ty system of representation is the only 
equitable one. If the present State 
roads board has been denied in its duly 
remove its members and put in others, 
but not make the road system of the 
State depend on the wilt of asingleman. 
The county roads board has 
been 


blamed for many things for which it 
was in no way responsible. The greatest 
blame attaches to the General Assem 
bly itself which has hampered the boarc 
in the past by dictating where roads 
should be built and how the money 
should be spent The board has been 
compelled to build many miles of road 
which if left to its own best judgmen 
would hare been left, at least, till othe 
and more deserving locations had re 
ccived attention. When the board was 
created road buildingwas an unknown 
science. They have now had years o 
experience and can be relied upon t 
build better for the future. Give th 
board power to employ a competen 
engineer and then lot them alone to wor 
out the best results. We can see no 
need of legislating the present board 
o-jt of office at the dictation cf those 
who wish to centralize all power in one 
place.

Tie sheet 
of water in tbe basin Is COO feet long 
and fifty feet wide, with a maximum 
depth of fourteen feet. 


But in this limited space tho naval 


expert, workbig with a wave maker, a 
dynamometer, a ton Ing bridge and 
other apparatus, con solve all tho me- 
chanical problems connected with the 
construction of a ship, Its probnblo 
roll when struck by giant waves and 
tho horsepower needed In Its tremen- 
dous engines to drlvo It through the 
water.

Hon. Joel Peclk- 
h'am, superintendent of schools, was the 
speaker of the evening, and talked, at 
length upon "The Local Public School 
Problem."
